tions of the exchange, they argued, and 
pointed out that: Chief Justice Taft 
in the grain futures trading decision, 
had stated that interstate trade and 
commerce may be burdened and re- 
strained by “paper” sales on a com- 
modity legislation even assuming that 
those entering into such transactions 
are not, themselves engaged in such 
trade and commerce. 
Defense Not Admitted. 

It was not necessary to prove an 
express agreement, they corftended, in 
order to establish a combination or a 
conspiracy, The assumption that the 
operations complained of were author- 
ized by corporate charters was no de- 
fense, they claimed.

This destroys any disease germs 
whieh might hive passed into the 
milk"from a diseased cow, or germs 
whith may hate been contributed by 
diseased, filthy or careless handlers 
of the milk on its way from cows to 
consumer.

Answer—It does not follow that 
your system contains too much uric 
acid or is too acid merely because the 
saliva or other mouth secretions are 
acid. Jhe acid ffuits would tend to 
increase. the alkalinity of the blood 
and tissues, and their effect upon-the 
acid reaction in the mouth might be 
good too. ’

is not in the peeling but rather in the 
diseharges from the nose and throat 
or from the ear if the ear runs.

I still believe there is danger when 

the patient is peeling.—C. L. 
Answer—There is often danger 
while the patient is peeling, but the 


danger comes from the discharges 
from nose or throat, from running ear 
or from other discharges resulting 
from the disease.

ENGLISH PROFESSOR 
AT AGNES SCOTT DEE 


Dr. J. D. M. Armistead 
Passes Away at Home on 
Monday Morning. 


Dr’ J. D. M. Armistead, head of the 
department of English of Agnes 
Seott college, died Monday morning at 
8:30 o'clock at his home on the col- 
lege campus. Although his health 
had been poor for a number of 
months, he bad been confined to his 
home only a few days when his 
death occurred. 

Dr. Armistead was 52 years old. 
He was born in Lynchburg, Va., 
January 9, 1871, ard was the son of 
L. L. Armistead and Nannie Mitchell, 
both natives of Virginia. 

At the age of 19 he ~raduated from 
Washington and Lee university, at 


took his Ph.D. degree in English from 
the same university. For several 
the Lynchburg 
school. In 1905 he came to 
Agnes Scott college to accept the 
position of head of the department of 
Enghish, which position he held until 
the time of his death. 

Dr. Armistead was a member of the 
Delta Tau Delta fraternity. For sev- 
eral years he served as president of 
the Atlanta chapter. He was also a 
member of the national honorary 
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New York, April 30.—Each_ the- 
atrical seuson brings a lilting song 
hot from the pen of frving Berlin. 
He has held this record for ten years. 
A great theater has risen as a mdn- 
ument to his genius. He is worth 
several millions. 

Berlin is still a frail young man 
—tortured by insomnia and most of 
the time a semi-iuvalid. Now and 
then 1 see him sitting vbscurely and 
alone in one of the jazz mosques like 
Banquo'’s ghost. He has the shy un- 
vbtrusiveness of the newly arrived 
peasant... 

Broadway's mighty accolade_ ap- 
pears to fail on stopped ears When 
Berlin turned the corner to success 
he was grievously stricken by the 
death of his young bride. In the

“Little Irvie’ came out of the ob 
security of the saloon’s back room in 
Chinatown to gladden a nation with 
sung. In the days when Nigger Mike 
Salter ran his Pell street grovgery 
Berlin pounded a tinny piano and

In those days be had a slight im- 
pediment in his speech, but there was 
a wistfulness, a plaintive pleadirg 
about bis vagrant ditties that brought 
lumps to throats of the most ¢al- 
loused denizens. He is still beloved 
in that sheaf of crooked streets. 

Somehow, it is difficult to believe 
Berlin is in sympathy with the jazz 
stgatagems of the day. Hailed as 
king of jazz he appears to be more 
of a silent mourner along the great 
white way. ,

5. of the constitution of the United States 
cat legally be construed so as to make the 
word ‘‘necessary’’ to mean that any change 
in’ the fundamental law of the constitution 
tinay be made which experience shows to be 
‘necessary’? for the better execution of the 
popular will, what is to prevent hereafter 
an amendment to the constitution to be 


sustained, whenever ratified by the legis- | 


latures of iree-fourths of the several 
states, or by convehtions of three-fourths 
thereof, declaring the creed of some one 
of the protestant churches, for instance 
that of the Baptist church, that of. the 


Methodist church, or that of the Presby- 


terian chureh, to be the law of the land, 
and commanding every citizen of the United 
States to become a member of that par- 
ticular church? 


If the better execution of “the popular | 
“I am the only; will,” without any limjtation as to what
